Department of Weights aod' 
Measures has received com¬ 
plaints of salesmen who are 
offering buyers boxes of 20 
steak.s with no mention of 
wei'ghL 

Under California law this 
is lilegal; "Meat must bo 
sold ±ty weight only," stated 
Ward. “Just the number of 
steak.s in a box is meani.ng- 
Ic&s. How big are the steaks 
— six ounoe.s, twelve ounces, 
one pound?” 

Has the meat been in- 
.spected? Has it been projrer- 
ly refrigerated? Both ques¬ 
tions are important health 
considerations. 

Supiervisor Ward .sugge.sts 
that if you are approached', 
reqiuest the solicitor to come 
back the following day at a 
specified time. Then call the 
Department of Weights and 
Measures, Compliance Divi¬ 
sion, 225-1357. The Depart¬

“Governor Brown’s proposal to increase all state 
employees’ salaries by a flat $1080 a year has some 
very serious drawbacks, particularly if this action estab¬ 
lishes a precedent,” Kirk West, executive vice president 
of the Calfiornia Taxpayers’ Association, said this past 
\v«}k. 

There are several things wrong with this approach, 
first, it is supposed to be a cost of living increase, yet 
at lower pay levels it actually exceeds Inflation. For ex¬ 
ample, a $90 increase in the ctise of an employee earning 
$600 p<'r month is a 15 per cent increase — which exceeds 
inflation rates last year. At the upper salary levels, of 
course, the $90 figure would be far less than inflationary 
increases. 

Second, the use of a flat figure undermines the prin¬ 
ciple of comparable pay for state employees and those 
who have similar jobs in private industry and other levels 
of government. People are paid on the basis of job skills. 
To increase everyone’s salary by the same amount ignores 
the legitimate differences which exsit. It also makes 
meaningless the considerable effort of the State Personnel 
Board to measure and maintain pay parity between state 
and private workers. Private employers and local govern¬ 
mental employers are placed at a severe competitive dis 
advantage. 

Finally, we question the use of state salaries as an 
income redistribution system. The state and federal gov¬ 
ernments have many such systems — welfare, unemploy¬ 
ment insurance, social security — all financed through a 
progressive tax structure. But it is bad policy to trans¬ 
form state salaries into part of the income transfer system. 
State government should^not attempt by unilateral action 
to stand the private salary structure on its head. 

Volunteers Needed! 

Petitions for a referendum to repeal AB 489, the 
Homosexual Freedom Act of 1975, will be available for

More than 200 persons attended the meeting, at which 
plans for formation of a steering committee, and many 
persons voluntet'red to circulate petitions. 

The mechanism and legalities of the referendum were 
disiaissed by Bob Murray, CCC treasurer, who said costs 
will run about $ 6,000 for overhead and printing. 

Murray stressed that contributions to the CCC will 
not be tax deductible, and it is hoptxl that volunteer dona¬ 
tions will exceetl the costs. There will be no active fund- 
laLsing effort at this time, he said.

If you’re having a little trouble these days getting 
through to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

Its use is a felony. Conv iction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 



if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD; 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”; 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).
